But the stone crushing industry 
around Stone Mountain, said the 
Department, has been a different 
story. 

The workmen’s compensation 
law provided for examination of 
new employees within 30 days 
after employment but did not pro- 
vide for compulsory examination 
of those already employed. 

Hence, said the Department, 
many granite workers feared to 
have X-rays made thinking those 
with silicosis would be discrimi- 
nated against. 

The union ruled, the Department 
continued, that no member already 
employed should submit to an ex- 
amination. 

It has only been recently, said 
the Department, that granite work- 
ers have learned that the results 
of the X-rays are kept confidential 
and began coming in for examina- 
tion. 

The anti-silicosis campaign was 
spurred by labor-management con 
tracts signed in 1946 providing for 
dust control equipment, the De- 
‘partment said. 


Silicosis is caused by breathing 
dust over long periods. The dis- 
ease eventually disables victims. 
Many die of tuberculosis. 

The Department said it was pre- | 
paring to X-ray as many workers 
as possible in the Stone Mountain- 
Elberton areas.

A combination of the two pre- 


sented itself to the declarer 
today’s hand. 
South opened 
one club and \ eSst’s failure to 
overcall at the level of one, the 
vulnerable, indicates that he 
must have been operating on a 


short bank roll. Either that, or 
perhaps he tried it once and 
was doubled. I, myself, am 
rather straight-laced on the sub- 
ject of vulnerable overcalls, but 
timidity such as,this has a tend- 
ency to bring over my normal- 
ly placid countenance the big 
exclamation mark expression. 
North responded with one dia- 
mond and South showed his 
four-card major. Some plavers 
with this type of hand prefer to 
rebid one no trump on the 
theory that if partner is unable 
to take further action that prob- 
ably will be the best contract, 
but the spade bid has the in- 
dorsement of this department. 
North’s jump and South’s three 
no trump bid were purely rou- 
tine. 

The opening lead was the 
four of hearts and Fast played 
the queen. Declarer was tempt- 
ed for a moment to refuse the 
trick, hoping to exhaust East 
of hearts. If that could be done 
the diamond finesse could be 
taken safely into his hand, 
Analysis, however, showed that 
it was not possible to exhaust 
Fast of hearts. West cannot 
reasonably be expected to have 
more than six hearts. He has 
led the four, and if he also has 
the three and the two he will 
have only a six-card suit, which 
will leave East with three. If 
the queen is permitted to hold, 
East will continue the suit and 
declarer will play the jack, but 
West will refuse to win the 
trick, permitting his partner to 
retain a heart to fire back, 
should he obtain the lead. 

True enough should the dia- 
mond finesse succeed, declarer 
could take all the 13 tricks, but 
overtricks are a minor consid- 
eration at rubber bridge, com- 
pared with the importance of 
finding the safest way to fulfill 
contract. If three club tricks 
can be won the dangerous dia- 
mond finesse need not be 
risked. While there is an even 
chance that the diamond king 
is right, there is better than an 
even chance that the club hon- 
ors will be in different hands, 
in which case two club finesses 
can be taken. There is the add- 
ed chance that East might have 
both club honors. 

On this line of reasoning, de- 
clarer won the first heart trick, 
entered dummy with a spade 
and then led the nine of clubs. 
This was taken by West’s king 
and the diamond shift came. 
The finesse was, naturally, re- 
fused. Winning with the ace, 
declarer cashed dummy’s high 
spade and finessed the 10 of 
clubs for his ninth trick.

The New York Heart Associa- 
tion, interested in saving the en- 
ergy of thousands of homemak- 
ers who must take things easy, 
has developed a “work simplifi- 
cation” kitchen. Primarily de- 
signed for women with impair- 
ed hearts, most of the ideas can 
be, happily adopted by the hale 
and hearty. 

The Heart Kitchen has two 
work counters: One for such ac- 
tivities as baking which use 
long-handled implements; the 
other for food preparation using 
short utensils. The baking coun- 
ter is 32 inches high—so you 
don’t have to reach up to wield 
an eggbeater. The other is set 
36 inches above the floor, so 
you can scrape carrots with arms 
comfortably placed, elbow 
height, in front of you. Of 
course, if you are an out-size, 
it’s always possible to work sit- 
ting down from a chair which 
places you at the proper work- 
ing height. 

Much thought and effort has 
gone into the actual planning 
and arrangement of the kitchen. 
The committee, headed by Dr. 
Lillian Gilbreth, efficiency en- 

* gimeer, concentrated on putting 
item in a spot where it 

could be reached without wasted 
steps. 


Fresh vegetables, saucepans, | 
knives and such items are 
gtored near the sink, because 
you usually use them with wa- 
ter—and it saves a special trip 
to the faucet. Roasting pans, 
skillets, canned vegetables (and 
the can opener) are within 
arm’s reach of the stove—point 
ef original use. 

It takes extra energy to bend 
and stretch. so the experts have 
used higher shelves and low 
drawers to stow utensils and 
foods which are used infrequent- 
ly. Shallow shelves, they found, 
are work savers, too. You don’t 
have to remove a stack of sauce- 
pans to reach the frying pan | 
back of it. 

By rearranging one woman’s 
kitchen in an experiment, Dr. 
Gilbreth and her associates were 
able to cut down to one-sixth 
the number of steps a woman 
took to make a coffee cake. She 
had been wasting five out of ev- 
ery six steps by poor planning. 

The Heart Association’s work 
simplification program isn’t con- 
fined to the kitchen. Its experts 
recommend long-handled dust-

“We pray this year not only in the spirit of Thanksgiving but also 
as suppliants for wisdom in our approach to the problems confronting 
this nation. Believing in the dignity of man and his right to live in 
freedom and peace, we ask divine guidance in helping to safeguard 
these gifts for ourselves and other peoples of the earth.

Jobless Claims Hit 


New Low 


By ALBERT RILEY 
Living costs may be high, but Georgia workers may be thankful 


this year that unemployment and 
with unemployment compensation 


and fraudulent claims reduced to a minimum. 


This has been disclosed by Ben 
T. Huiet, State Commissioner of 
Labor, with figures showing that 
only 15,000 claimants for unem- 
ployment compensation are cur-| 
rently on the rolls of the Depart-| 
ment of Labor’s Employment Secu- 
rity Agency. Only about 12,000) 
of these are actually drawing com- 
pensation checks. | 

The claimants include 9,500 per- 
gons covered by the State Unem-| 
ployment Compensation Law and 
5,500 veterans ‘covered by the 
Serviceman’s Replacement Act 
(GI Bill). 

Improvement in the employ- 
ment picture can readily be seen 
in 1948 unemployment benefit 
payments as compared to those of) 
the 1945-46 periods immediately 
after the war when wartime in-| 
dustries closed down and service- 
men came home. For instance,

claims having reached a low ebb

And there are now 248 
complaints against veterans regis- 
tered with the Veterans Adminis- 
tration or with the U.S. Attorney’s 
office.

000 have drawn the total amount 
available to them. 

Non-veterans covered by the 
State law may draw $16 a week 
for not more than 18 weeks, and 
must report in person to an un- 
employment office each week.

As a 
consequence, my life has been 
filled with a jumble of excitement 
—football games, crowded sta- 
diums, cheering fans, and waving 
pennants. Along with this excite- 
ment, however, there has some- 
times been heartache and worry. 
A football game means much more 
to me. as the coach’s daughter, 
than it does to the average fan. 
It was because of this that I de- 
cided to write about what it is like 
to be the daughter of a coach. 

During football season, and to a 
large extent between seasons, my 
mother, two sisters and I hardly 
ever see Daddy, unless it’s in a 
crowd of people or from the stands 
at a football game. Every morn- 
ing, after a hastily eaten breakfast 
of fruit and coffee, he goes to the 
office, where he reads and answers 
mail. I answer the telephone and 
direct his calls to the office. 

If Daddy has a call between 1 
and 2 o'clock, I say “You may 
able to get him at the Huddle, or 
if he’s not there try the Palace 
Theater.” The Huddle is the place 
where Daddy usually eats a sand- 
wich for lunch, and the Palace 
Theater is where he often goes to 
relax at a movie. He likes the 
shoot ’em-up type. 

I try to be pleasant when peo- 
ple call all afternoon asking for 
Daddy, but on about the fifteenth 
call, I have a hard time concealing 
my impatience when I say, “He’s 
at the practice field—won’t be 
back until 6:30.” When he comes 
home to dinner, there is usually a 
list of six or eight numbers for 
him to call, mostly long distance. 

I always look forward to dinner, 
because that is about the only time 
that the family is all together. The 
conversation at dinner varies ac- 
cording to the day of the week.

We are in danger in this country of 
allowing our more historic dates and days 
to become mere symbols whose meanings 
are obscured and which grow less signifi- 
camt each year.

Christmas is a day of gifts and eggnog 
parties and Santa Claus for the children. 
The Fourth of July is a hot day on which 
the American Legion has speeches and a 
barbecue. And Thanksgiving Day is for 
football and a big dinner. 

* As we go back to sources, we find that 
the first Thanksgiving day was a fairly 
meager one. The artists who painted, from 
imagination, the richly laden tables and 
the friendly red men emerging from the 
forests with still more turkeys and deer 
for the feast, have done those pioneers 
wrong. They didn’t have much. They felt 
they had conquered the starvation and 
illnesses arising out of malnutrition and 
exposure which had so depleted the col- 
ony and inaugurated a sizable graveyard. 
Their first crops were in. Others had 
failed. So, out of a deep reverence and 


faith in God, they gave thanks for life and . 


food and the opportunity to go on trying 
against the great odds of the wilderness, 
the uncertain Indians, and the climate. 


As we greet this Thanksgiving Day 


America must face the fact that it is the 
most powerful nation on earth; that it 
has more persons with jobs than ever be- 


fore in its history; that the average in- 
come of its people is at a new peak; that 
it is eating more food and drinking more 
milk than ever before; that it is rich be- 
yond imagination or hope; that its stores 
bulge with goods which are honestly made 
and worth the buying; that one of the 
largest crops since the initial Thanksgiv- 
ing is overflowing our storehouses—and 
yet we are worried, fearful, fretful, frus- 
trated and not in a very thankful mood. 

That this should be so reveals that, as 
a people, we have lost somewhere along 
the line, at least some of that early faith 
and strength derived from an unquestion- 
ing belief in a power greater than our 
own. 

It is folly to believe we can wish our- 
selves into a spiritual awakening, or even 
that we can will ourselves into one. There 
is no way to do it save by bringing our 
Christian ideal into our daily lives. We 
have confined it, perhaps, to an hour on 
Sunday and an occasional hour on 
Wednesday evening when the fellowship 
meetings, which replaced prayer meet- 
ings, gathers sparsely to hear a lecturer. 

That a nation with more to be thankful 
about than any people have ever known, 
insofar as the measure of food and worldly 
goods is concerned, should be nervous 
and: afraid and unsure of itself, is one of 
the sublime ironies of all time. 

On Thanksgiving Day, 1948, it might be 
well to think it over and reach some con- 
clusion about it.

Will Pensions Bankrupt Us Yet? 


The good citizens of Oregon, many of them as conservative and as Republican as they come, voted | 
They didn’t do it intentionally. They were bamboozled. | 


their State into bankruptcy on Nov. 2. 


They fell for the Pied Piper chant of the Townsendites and the professional old-age pensioners. 


They're like the folks who voted for the “ham 
and eggs” philosophy in California some years 
ago. And those who believed that Huey Long 
eould make “Every Man a King” in Louisiana. 

On election day there was “pie in the sky,” 
free for the asking. But on the cold day after, 
the villain realism was foreclosing the mortgage. 
Oregon has been reeling ever since. 

It happened like this. The old-age pension 
crowd got a referendum on the ballot through 
the initiative process. The leaders drew the ques- 
tion—some 60 of them. It was supposed to be 
plain and unambiguous. With 60 authors, of 
course it couldn’t be. But, anyhow, no one paid 
much attention to the question. 


The sponsors said it would up the present 
pension for the deserving from $47 to $50 a 
month, and about everybody agreed this was 
the right thing to do. A few newspapers 
issued a warning. The politicians, like the 
rabbits so many of them are, said nothing. 


So Oregon voted yes overwhelmingly on the 
pension. No other referendum question, and 
there were a number of them, attracted such 
a vote. Tom Dewey got about 247,000 votes, the 
pension plan over 300,000. 

It took a day or so, even then, before the 
voters found out what they had done. State offi- 
cials sounded the first bad news—after major 
investment houses notified the Treasurer that 
they were withdrawing bids on State bonds be- 
cause the State had just decided to go insolvent. 

Here’s what Oregon had voted—a measure to 
pay $50 a month pension to all men over 65 and 
all women over 60, regardless of need, with abso- 
lutely no provisions to raise the money. 


Statisticians quickly informed the startled 
citizens that, under such a law, the number 
ef old-age pensioners could climb from 
23,000 to 175,000. They said the maximum 
pension bill could be $9,000,000 a month, 
just three times what is now spent on all 
State activities. 


Repercussions came so fast as to make the 
Oregonian’s head swim. Pension seekers deluged 
offices around the State to file their applications 
for “the gravy.” The veterans’ affairs division, 
depending on the money from new bond issues, 
held up its program. Municipalities and schools 
were advised to withhold issuance of bonds.

The Federal Social Security Board told State 
officials that Federal funds to Oregon would be 


withheld until the situation was clarified. This | 
resulted in the State having to notify old-age | 
pensioners that there would be no checks for | 


December. 


Tax experts said that a real estate tax of |

Colorado is devoting so much 
money to pensions that all other State serv- 
ices are suffering. 


The pension drive is on in every State. Ap- 
parently, under the guise of meeting the need for 
raising the regular old-age pensions somewhat, 
the pension propaganda boys are out to make 
a “killing.” And they will make a killing, un- 
less a State keeps its eyes open.

A Problem Yet To Be Solved 


WASHINGTON — The great accomplishment at Key West, it 
now appears, was to forge a close link between the President and 
the congressional leaders. The President on holiday took all sorts 
of good resolutions to rectify one of the great errors of his first 
administration, which was failing to keep in touch with the day to 
day conduct of legislative business. 

At Key West, he told both Vice President Barkley and Speaker 
Rayburn that he was determined to enact what his staff calls his 
“second New Deal’. And he promised to work closely with them 
on this long, complex and arduous task. 

If these good resolutions are kept, Key West has answered one 
of the two big questions about the future of the second Truman 
administration. But unless a good many of his Key West com- 
panions were utterly misled, the President put off answering the 
other, even bigger and much more painful question until his holi- 
day was over. His central problem, of staffing the new adminis- 
tration with men who will command the utmost public confidence, 
does not appear to have been finally solved as yet. 


Certain steps have been taken, to be sure. The 
Reluctance President evidently concluded during the cam- 
paign that if Secretary Marshall had to leave the State Department, 
Chief Justice Vinson would be the best replacement. This was in 
his mind, of course, when he conceived the Vinson mission to Stalin. 
It now seems to be fairly well-established that the Chief Justice 
was sounded out about leaving the court soon after November 2, 
and indicated the greatest reluctance to do so. Thus, no doubt, the 
President’s own reluctance to part with Marshall, the man he most 
admires, was still] further increased. 

Then, too, there is evidence that the President has already told 
his two particular cronies in the Cabinet, Secretary of the Treasury 
Snyder and Atty. Gen. Clark, that he wants them to stay on 
if they wish to do so. But it is not yet clear whether Snyder and 
Clark will remain permanently in the Cabinet, or will move on at 
once to the Bank of America post and the important law partner- 
ship they have been respectively considering, or will stay for a 
while and move on later. The last alternative seems the most 
likely. 

What has happened to date, however, merely makes the Presi- 
dent’s central problem a bit more thorny. The logic of the election 
demands that the domestic side of the new Truman administration 
be given a much more New Dealish tinge. But this will be far 
harder to do if the distinctly conservative Snyder and Clark are 
retained, and are joined by the President’s fishing friend, the 
amiable but entirely second rate lame duck Governor of Washing- 
ton, Mon C. Wallgren. Equally, the logic of the election demands 
that if George C. Marshall, Robert A. Lovett and James V. For- 


restal are to resign the management of foreign and defense policy, | 


they must be replaced by men of equal caliber. And this will be 


immensely hard to do also. 


Here the President’s problem has been complicated by 
an extraordinary campaign of rumors directed against 
Lovett and Forrestal, originating in certain Zionist quarters, and 
countenanced by some of the less creditable members of the Presi- 
dent’s own staff. The President has given warm evidence of his 
taste for the whole business. His ablest and most important staff 
member, Clark Clifford, in whose mouth some of these stories have 
been unscrupulously put, has formally registered his strong indig- 
nation. Yet the complication none the less remains. 

A second complication exists in the form of the eager candidacy 
of Louis Johnson for Forrestal’s post at the Defense Department. 
Johnson has always wanted this job. His claim to do it now rests 
ow his service as Democratic money collector during the campaign. 
His only overt supporter is the President’s bumbling military aide, 
Maj. Gen. Harry Vaughn. And while Johnson is an able man, 
many leading Democrats are deeply fearful of the country’s re 
action to his appointment. 


ge . He is chiefly known for his feud at the 
Qualifications old War Department with Secretary of War 
Woodring, his talents as an American Legion kingmaker, and 
his large utilities law practice. It is thought that naming a man 
with his background to the second most important post in the gov- 
ernment, as a frank reward for labor in one of the more sordid 
areas of the political vineyard, will not be exactly conducive to 
public confidence. None the less, Johnson’s claim will be strong 
if Forrestal retires. 

All these different factors are causing the wiser of the Demo- 
cratic chieftains now milling about Washington, to wonder whether 
the President will change his Cabinet so drastically after all. In 
many respects, his easiest way out will be to keep Marshall, Lovett 
and Forrestal along with most of the rest of his official family. 
Perhaps this is wishful thinking by those who regard public con- 
fidence as the President’s greatest need. But the idea is at any 


rate as well worth recording as the other theories that are now | 
more than seven hundred years ago...

Editor Constitution: It is understandable that 
the Rev. Stuart R. Oglesby, of the Central Pres- 
byterian Church, in his contribution to the an- 
nouncement which appeared in The Constitution 
regarding a Reformation Day program to be held 
in Atlanta, would be enthusiastic over the contri- 
tion which Protestants have made to the cause of 
religious liberty in the United States. 

However, many readers of The Constitution 
will regret that his sectarian enthusiasm brought 
forth the statement that “Protestantism is the 
foundation on which our democratic institutions 
rest,” and failed to give any share of the credit 
for the liberty and freedom which this nation en- 
joys to the Catholics, Jews, and those of no 
religious beliefs, who made contributions, none 
the less valuable than those of Protestants to the 
establishment and perpetuation of American in- 
dependence. 

Thaddeus K. Oglesby, Secretary to Alexander 
H. Stephens, and author of “Some Truths of His- 
tory,” in an address before a group of Confederate 
Veterans in Savannah in 1917 declared: “More 
than a hundred years before the Constitution of 
the United States, and the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, and the Statute of Virginia for Reli- 
gious Freedom, Cecilius Calvert (Lord Baltimore), 
a Catholic, had founded the Province of Maryland 
on the basis of religious freedom, and to Catholic 
Maryland belongs the honor of having the first 
government which proclaimed and practiced that 
principle.” 

This other Mr. Oglesby went on to say: “And 
another 
Catholic led the movement that culminated at 
Runnymede in securing constitutional liberty as 
an inheritance of the English-speaking race in all 
parts of the world. ... When the Great Charter 
by which that liberty was signed and sealed by 
the tyranical monarch from whom it had been 
wrung, that Catholic—Stephen Langton, Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury—wrote his name on it as 
the first subscribing witness.” 

James Alexander Smith, who served as a 
Protestant chaplain with the. American Expedi- 
tionary Forces ‘+ World War I, in his book, “The 


racy and Righteousness ar. the foundation stones 
upon which men will ever build the spiritual 
structure of enduring government; and to the 
Church of the Medieval period belongs the credit

Editor Constitution: It is “time to restore 
civilian control of foreign policy,” proclaims Wal- 
ter Lippman. 

In similar vein, Sumner Welles declares that 
no President since Grant has had such childlike 
faith in the wisdom of high-ranking officers as has 
the present occupant of the White House. 

President Truman has at every step sought 
and accepted the advice of military men. He has 
approved every decision of the Army and Navy- 
controlled National Security Council, which has 
been forging our foreign policy. 

The result of this military domination of for- 
eign policy is failure and increasing world jitters, 
Generals, however victorious on the battlefield, 
have not the training and skills required for diplo- 
matic controversy or co-operation. 

Now is the time for the country to demand a 
foreign policy formulated and administered by 
civilians. New appointments will be made, but 
we certainly cannot assume that Truman will 
choose civilians. At present there is less cor 
diality between him and his military advisers 
than usual, yet we have no reason to think that 
his habit of dependence on them is broken. 

His release from this habit may jepenc upon 
receiving thousands of letters from alert citizens 
urging him to appoint civilian ambassadors and 
secretary of state, and to place greater reliance 
on civilian advisers. 

This is the strategic moment. We and our 
children may thrive or suffer as a result of its 
outcome.

WASHINGTON—John L. Lewis has started Washington off on a lively guessing game.

Red Cross 
Maps New 
War Rules 


By STEFFAN A’:DREWS 


WASHINGTON—( NANA)—The 
International Red Cross is propos- 
ing a new set of war rules which 
would compel nations to establish 
safety zones to protect civilians in 
the event of a future atomic war. 


_The zones are proposed to be set 
up behind combat areas of each 
Warring nation. They would be so 
constituted that recognition as 
shelter areas would be extended to 
them by all belligerents. 

Drafted by the Red Cross In- 
ternational Committee, treaty con- 
ventions outlining the new secu- 
rity-zone principle now are being 
circulated to all nations prior to 
submission to a general diplomatic 
conference some time next March 

Specifically, three general types 
of people would be protected: 

1. Wounded and sick persoz.s, 
whether combatant or noncombat- 
ant; 

2. Children under 15, expectant 
mothers or mothers of children 
under seven, and the aged over 65; 

3. Persons entrusted with the 
eontrol and management of the 
zones and the care of those in 
them. | 

Red Cross officials say they got 
the idea from the neutral zones 
set up in Palestine. They describe 
it as only one of a series of con- 
ventions now in the drafting stage 
for the protection of war victims. 


Although the conventions would 
not be binding until approved by 
the diplomatic conference, officials 
regard as so important they 
are urging all countries to adhere 
to them without waiting for formal 
treaty signing. 

Basil O’Connor, President of the 
American Red Cross, believes the 
new rules, if adopted, would take 
the sting out of modern blind- 
missile warfare and produce far- 
reaching changes in the conduct of 
future wars. 

“World opinion,” he says, “will 
support these humanitarian safe- 
a because no nation can 
ong withstand the pressure of this 
force.” 

He says the International Com- 
mittee of the Red Cross will ex- 
tend its official help in setting up 
and obtaining recognition for the 
zones from the outbreak of the 
conflict and as long as it endures. 

The security principle, however, 
would be only one of a series of 
covenants offered to safeguard pos- 
sible war victims. Similar cove- 
nants are being drawn up for the 
treatment of prisoners of war and 
other noncombatant civilians. 

Chief among ‘these is the cove- 
Mant outlawing the current prac- 
tice of the Russian Army of living 
@f the land. It would compel the 
Occupying army to supply its own 
food rather than take it away 
from the occupied peoples. 

The army of occupation would 
be compelled to import necessary 
. foodstuffs, as the U. S. is now do- 
ing in Germany and Japan, and its 
soldiers forbidden specifically 
from carting away foodstuffs avail- 
able in the occupied country. 

Kidnapings and the taking of 
hostages likewise would be pro- 
hibited, and no person would be 
away a to be punished collec- 

vely for an offense he has not 
himself individually committed. 


Fulton Faces 
Classroom 
Shortage 


Despite an additional 119 class- 
rooms built out of the $2,500,000 
bond issue of 1946, the Fulton 
County School System is still suf- 
fering from a housing shortage 
that will become acute in the near 
future, according to Supt. Paul 
West. 

West said the Board of Educa- 
tion would discuss the problem in 
all its aspects at a meeting to be 
held Dec. 7. He was noncommittal 
when asked if a new bond issue 
was not the solution to the prob- 
lem. 

“We can’t build out of current 
revenue,” said West. “because 75 
percent of it must go for instruc- 
tional] services and the remaining 
25 percent covers transportation, 
administration, supervision, re- 
pairs and maintenance. 

“From our estimates any new 
building program would have to 
go far beyond the last one. Not 
only must we have additions to 
our 91 schools, but new schools as 
well.” 

West pointed out that in 1928 
enrollment in the system was 15.,- 
081. By 1943 it had grown to 22,235 
and by 1945 to 24,511. The next 

it was 25,404 and in 1947 

6,668. The present enrollment is 
27,668. 

“The heaviest enrollment has 
been in the primary grades,” said 
West, “but we have also noticed 
an upswing in high school grades.”

Radiations 
May Affect 


Races Future 


WASHINGTON — (NANA) —I# 
may be 1,000 years before the wul- 
timate damage of such radiations 
as come from an atomic bomb ex- 
plosion thakes its appearance. 

This is the warning of Dr. H. J. 
Muller, of Indiana University, No 
bel Prize winner and one of the 
world’s foremost experts on hered- 
ity. 

Dr. Muller explains that the ef- 
fect of such radiatrons is on the 
‘heredity of the race. It is being 
piled up even by minor X-ray 
‘treatments or use of the fluoro 
scope common in medical clinics. 
Any radiation which hits the 
body’s reproductive cells, he points 
out, is bound to cause changes and 
these are nearly certain to be det- 
rimental. 

These changes in heredity are 
‘known to genticists as “recessives,” 
[Dr. Muller declares. One never 
‘will have any effect on progeny 
‘unless both parents have the same 
altered “gene,” or unit of heredity. 
For any one generation this be 
comes highly unlikely. The 
changed genes are carried along, 
however, from generation to gen- 
‘eration to the end of the race. 
Some time in the course of 10 
centuries it becomes quite proba- 
‘ble that the “right” combination 
of parents will come together. 


_ The result, Dr. Muller says, al 
/most gestae will be the death er 
‘serious handicapping of the remote 
‘descendant. If the human race as 
‘a whole were subjected to X-ray 
treatments to which any eof the 
germ cells were exposed it might 
result in extermination. 

The changes, says Dr. Muller, 
“are like minute time bombs that 
are saving up their charges for the 
distant future. This is likely to 
make us much more reckless of 
i'these effects than if they were 
exerted | mainly in our own or our 
‘children’ s generations.” 

_ There is possible, however, a 
long deferred effect on the indi- 
vidual. Cells other than germ cells 
are affected by the radiations. The 
results may not be apparent for 
many years, when they will be 
come manifest in the form of ma- 
lignant tumors or the invariably 
fatal multiplication of white blood 


cells known as leukemia. Another 
effect is not on the germ cells di- 
rectly but in the way they are tied 
together.

Before Spring, Hapeville’s thou- 
sands of citizens will promenade 
in a beautiful floral park area. A 
new health center, now in opera- 
tion, will provide medical and den- 
tal attention. The,new gymnasium 
and auditorium will be humming 
with basketball games and other 
events, and a modern library will 
be chockful of books. The swim- 
ming pool will reopen in June to 
accommodate thousands. 

All of this is part of a plan de- 
signed and executed by Hapeville’s 
young, aggressive mayor, Perry 
Hudson, Flight Captain of Eastern 
Air Lines and his progressive City 
Council. 

The plan will incorporate a new 
fire station, for which ground now 
is being cleared, and a new police 
station. A new fire engine and 
new hose already have been de- 
livered under the plan, giving 
Hapeville a new low insurance 
rate, which saves the citizens ap- 
proximately $10,000 annually. 

Under his plan Hudson has in- 
stalled approximately five miles of 
sanitary sewer pipe and a number 
of storm sewers since March l, 
1948. The city spent approximate- 
ly $75,000 this year improving its 
water system, A new pumping sta- 
tion and a 500,000-gallon tank were 
added. Two miles of new paving

WASHINGTON — (NANA) 
Old acquaintances of the Unit- 
ed States Marines who fought 
in Okinawa have arrived at 
the nation’s capital—to take 
up residence at the zoo.

Prior to Nov. 1, the gins in 
Moultrie, Berlin, Norman Park 
and Doerun had turned out a to- 
tal of 16,450 bales compared with 
13,215 bales by the same date a 
year ago. Production in 1937 
amounted to 20,341 bales, but it 
was picked from a crop estimated 
at 36,000 acres. 

Since the last figures were com 
piled about 1,000 bales have been 
ginned, cotton warehousemen here 
estimated. This year’s crop was 
produced on approximately 21,000 
acres, according to an estimate 
made by County Agent Harold 
Brown. Weather conditions, he 
said, were favorable for cotton un- 
til the closing days of August 
when heavy rains cut yields as 
much as 15 to 20 percent in some 
fields. 

Dozens of Colquitt 
harvested a bale, or better, pe 
acre, Brown declared. This was 
made possible, he explained, by 
systematic boll weevil control. 
This is the first vear that any ef 
fort to prevent the pests from de 
stroying a big part of the cotton 
crop has been made, Brown said. 
The reason for this was new

Here Is Psychology To Be Used 


NEW YORK—(NANA)—A revo- 


lution in Santa Claus’ workshop 


is the doing of a psychologist 
mamed Melvin Freud, an adver- 
tising man by trade and a psychol- 


ogist only incidentally. 


A few years ago, Magazine Di- 
gest will report in its December 


issue, Freud found it necessary to 


take an interest in toys when his 


advertising agency handed him a 
toy manufacturer’s account. 
Freud, long past his own scooter 
and model airplane days, 
proached toys with adult detachk- 
ment. He found a lot of things 
wrong with the toy business. 
Thus, Freud founded the Toy 
Guidance Council, 
gether an advisory board of ex- 
perts in various fields of child 
study, and proceeded to pass judg- 


ment on toy manufacturers’ prod- 


ucts. The Council’s “customers” 
are toy distributors and whole- 
salers throughout the country, who 
follow the Council’s expert advice 
in choosing the lines of toys they 
offer their retailers.

BERLIN —(NANA)— She was 
sitting in the registrar's unheated 
outer office gazing vacantly out 
the window and muttering to her- 
self. She looked poor and hungry. 
Here was a sad and bewildering 
story of which there are many in 
Germany. 

This woman’s husband was 
killed in the war. She, with her 
mother and year-old son, attempted 
suicide when the Red army arrived 
in Berlin. The mother and son 
succeeded. 

Her father, a nominal Nazi party 
member, was picked up by the 
Russians. His house and posses: 
tions were confiscated. She was 
politically cleared but nothing was 
given back to her. 

Now, after three years, she has 
learned that her father died in a 


‘Russian prison camp. 


She is in despair. Her father’s 
property and her own are still un- 
der the State’s custody.

A prison mate of her father who 
has since been released, brought 
her news of her father’s death.

It isn’t the Registrar’s fault. He 
must have written notification 
from the place of death—Ketsch- 
aorf, a prison camp in the Russian 
zone, The Russians, however, don't 
keep records of the hundreds who 
Gie under their “care.” So the 
woman cannot produce a death 
certificate approved by the law. 
To them he is still alive. When he 
returns he must be de-Nazified. If 
his case is successful, the property 
will be returned. If not, all is lost. 

If, after two more years, no 
evidence has been forthcoming to 
prove her father alive, he will be 
to the 


‘law. 


But this woman is not alone in 
her trouble. Thousands of women 
suffer similarly. Their husbands 
have been missing in Russia since 
1945 or earlier. Many know their 
husbands died in prison, but. no 
death certificates are issued. These 
women cannot claim their inherit- 
ance nor remarry. 

In the case of prisoners of war, 
German law provides they can 
only be declared dead two years 
after a signed peace treaty. No-
